Department  of  the  Hospital  accepting  Money,  or  Presents  of  any  kind, 
from  a  Patient,  or  relative  or  friend  of  any  Patient,  on  any  pretence  what¬ 
ever,  is  liable  to  dismissal. 

The  following  Cases  are  not  admitted  into  the  Hospital  : — 

1.  Those  which  are,  upon  due  examination,  deemed  Incurable,  as 
Advanced  Consumption,  etc. 

2.  Complaints  so  tedious  of  cure  as  to  preclude  for  a  long  time  the 
admission  of  more  urgent  cases,  as  Chronic  Ulcers  of  the  Legs,  etc. 

3.  Disorders  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments  are  devoted, 
as  Persons  of  Unsound  Mind,  etc. 

4.  Those  which  are  more  properly  objects  for  Public  Assistance,  as 
wanting  Food  and  not  Medicine. 

5.  Those  whose  admission  might  endanger  the  other  Patients,  as 
persons  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases. 

6.  Complaints  likely  to  be  aggravated  rather  than  relieved  by 
confinement  within  the  walls  of  a  Hospital,  but  such  cases,  if  deemed 
proper  objects,  may  receive  advice  and  medicine  as  Out  Patients. 

Prior  to  sending  up  Patients  from  the  Country,  the  Resident  Medical 
Officer  should  be  applied  to,  in  order  to  learn  whether  there  is  room,  and 
such  application  should  be  accompanied  by  a  medical  certificate  setting  out 
fully  the  nature  of  the  case. 
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REPORT 

BY  THE 

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  BOARD 

FOR  THE  YEAR 

1947. 

- — - 


In  July  1948  the  National  Health  Service  comes  into  being 
and  the  present  Board  of  Management  is  dissolved.  On  their 
behalf,  for  the  last  time,  I  present  our  Annual  Report  and  Accounts. 

This  final  year,  1947,  has  been  one  of  sustained  effort  and 
achievement.  Not  for  a  moment  have  the  impending  changes  been 
allowed  to  hinder  progress  ;  in  nothing  have  they  been  the  excuse 
for  procrastination  or  delay.  Since  the  new  service  was  first 
mooted  we  have  conceived  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  strive 
for  its  success,  regardless  of  regrets  which  we  might,  as  individuals, 
entertain  for  the  closing  of  a  long  chapter  in  the  history  of  our 
Hospital. 

In  giving  an  account  of  our  stewardship  we  can  point  with 
pride  to  this  great  modern  building,  completed  just  before  the  war  : 
a  fitting  tribute  to  the  charity  of  countless  men  and  women.  Before 
my  report  appears  in  print  the  last  trace  of  war  damage  wall  have 
vanished  and  the  Hospital  will  have  re-opened  to  its  full  peace-time 
complement  of  712  beds.  Energetic  measures  have  been  taken 
since  the  war  ended  to  overcome  the  shortage  of  housing  for  nurses. 
To  supplement  the  admirable  accommodation  of  the  Home  in 
Boley  vStreet,  the  Board  acquired  York  House,  Berners  Street,  in 
1946,  and  have  lately  bought  the  freehold  of  a  hotel  at  Lancaster 
Gate  to  house  the  Preliminary  Training  School.  The  Convalescent 
Home  at  Clacton  was  recommissioned  last  October  and  the  Board 
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have  subsequently  obtained  a  house  close  by  to  serve  as  a  Nurses' 
Home.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  further  expansion  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  urgent  re-construction  of  the  Out-Patients' 
Department  by  the  purchase  of  adjoining  properties  equal  in  area 
to  the  site  on  which  our  present  buildings  stand.  It  is  with  a  sense 
of  satisfaction  that  the  Board  recount  these  important  transactions 
which  provide  for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Management  has  carried  the  responsibility  for 
the  Medical  School  since  its  foundation  in  1835.  The  School  is 
now  to  receive  its  own  charter.  We  welcome  this  significant 
development  and  we  are  convinced  that  the  close  and  cordial 
relations  between  the  Hospital  and  the  Medical  School  will  continue 
to  prevail. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  have  been  happy  to  seize  the 
opportunity  to  establish  a  closer  relationship  with  certain  special 
Hospitals  wherever  it  seemed  that  this  could  be  of  mutual  ad¬ 
vantage.  In  my  report  for  1946  I  referred  with  pleasure  to  the 
arrangement  which  has  been  made  with  St.  Luke’s  and  Woodside 
Hospitals.  It  is  with  equal  pleasure  that  I  now  report  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  an  agreement  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society’s  Clinic, 
Peto  Place,  whereby  it  becomes  the  Arthur  Stanley  Institute  for 
Rheumatic  Diseases  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital.  Discussions  are 
in  progress  with  other  hospitals,  which,  we  hope,  will  also  prove 
successful. 

This  final  report  would  be  far  from  complete  if  I  did  not  pay 
my  tribute  to  the  selfless  devotion  to  duty  of  the  medical,  nursing 
and  administrative  staff  and  to  the  generations  of  public  spirited 
people  who,  since  its  foundation,  two  hundred  years  ago,  have 
supported  the  Hospital  with  their  boundless  generosity.  To  the 
present  generation  and  to  those  who  follow  us  I  make  a  new  appeal  : 
I  ask  not  for  the  munificent  gifts  on  which  we  have  depended  in 
years  gone  by,  but  that  the  tradition  of  voluntary  service  be 
maintained,  strengthened  and  extended  in  the  years  to  come. 
If  this  is  done,  the  character  of  our  hospitals  will  not  change  with 
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the  transfer  of  financial  responsibility  to  the  State.  If  men  and 
women  come  forward  in  the  future,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past, 
to  share  the  responsibility  of  management  ;  to  work  for  the  patients, 
as  they  do  now,  in  wards,  canteens  and  library  ;  the  voluntary  spirit 
of  wThich  we  are  justly  proud  will  surely  survive.  We  must  continue 
to  look  to  members  of  the  public  for  the  means  to  provide  patients 
and  staff  with  special  amenities.  These,  which  we  hold  to  be 
necessary  to  their  comfort  and  wellbeing,  can  be  classified  as 
luxuries,  outside  the  scope  of  state  grants.  I  am  confident  that 
financial  support  for  such  purposes  will  yet  be  forthcoming  from 
people  of  goodwill,  and  that  the  needs  of  medical  research  will  not 
be  forgotten,  as  in  this  field  it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  ample 
resources. 

The  history  of  a  nation  is  reflected  in  the  history  of  its  insti¬ 
tutions.  This  has  seemed  an  appropriate  time  to  record  the  share 
which  the  Hospital  has  taken  in  the  life  of  the  community  during 
200  eventful  years.  We  hope  that  a  book  telling  the  history  of 
the  Middlesex  Hospital  will  be  available  to  the  public  next  year. 

I,  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Board,  are  deeply  conscious  that 
the  proud  record  of  our  Hospital  and  the  report  which  we  now  give, 
as  we  hand  over  our  responsibilities  to  the  new  Board  of  Governors, 
have  been  made  possible  by  the  far-seeing  wisdom  and  unselfish 
efforts  of  our  predecessors.  It  is  due  to  them  and  to  the  generosity 
of  many  generations  of  supporters  that  we  are  able  to  bequeath 
to  our  successors  this  great  hospital,  steeped  in  tradition  but  vital 
and  progressive  in  outlook  with  its  ancient  origins  and  its  modern 
equipment  and  technique.  We  are  confident  that  it  will  play  a 
worthy  part  in  the  years  which  lie  ahead.

STUDENTS. 

The  Hospital  and  Medical  School  are  fully  equipped  for  the  theoretical 
and  practical  teaching  of  all  the  subjects  of  the  Medical  Curriculum. 
Chemistry,  Physics  and  Biology  are  also  taught  in  preparation  for  the  1st. 
M.B.  (Rond.).  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  co-ordination  and  prevent 
the  division  of  the  curriculum  into  water-tight  compartments.  This 
arrangement  ensures  that  the  student,  instead  of  proceeding  to  the  study  of 
the  various  subjects  as  if  they  were  isolated  and  having  little  or  no  relation 
to  each  other,  is  taught  each  subject  by  professors,  lecturers  and  teachers^ 
who  are  instructing  medical  students  only  and  are  in  close  touch  with  all 
the  other  departments  of  the  school.  Under  this  arrangement  not  only  have 
students  of  The  Middlesex  Hospital  obtained  the  highest  honours  in  examin¬ 
ations,  but  they  have  also  been  admirably  equipped  for  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  and  to  take  the  fullest  advantage  of  any  new  knowledge  which 
research  may  bring  to  light.  Its  value  to  the  students  and  to  medicine  is 
obvious,  for  the  teaching  of  the  elementary  .subjects  is  closely  connected  with 
that  of  the  clinical  subjects. 

Special  classes  are  available  for  students  proceeding  to  the  higher 
examinations.  Courses  of  instruction  are  held  for  those  preparing  for  the 
Medical  Diplomas  in  Radiology  and  for  the  Primary  F.R.C.S.  Examination. 
Laboratory  accommodation  is  provided  for  original  research. 

All  the  beds  in  the  Hospital  are  now  available  for  teaching,  as  the  last 
stages  of  repair  of  war  damage  have  been  accomplished.  However,  association 
with  the  Central  Middlesex  Hospital  is  being  continued  and  students  attend 
there  for  a  part  of  their  clinical  course. 

RESEARCH  WORK  AND  INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  generous  support  afforded  us  during  the  past  year  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  Messrs.  Courtaulds 
Limited,  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Limited,  Messrs.  Boots  Limited  and 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

UNIVERSITY  CHAIRS. 

Chairs  in  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery  tenable  at  the  Medical 
School  have  now  been  instituted  and  I  have  to  report  with  pleasure  that  the 
Title  of  Professor  in  Clinical  Medicine  has  been  conferred  on  Dr.  A.  Kekwick, 
and  the  Title  of  Professor  in  Clincal  Surgery  on  Mr.  P.  B.  Ascroft. 

I  am  also  very  pleased  to  report  the  institution  of  a  University  Chair 
in  Experimental  Biochemistry  endowed  by  Mrs.  Philip  Hill,  in  memory  of  her 
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husband.  This  Chair  has  been  named  "  The  Philip  Hill  Chair  of  Experimental 
Biochemistry  ”  and  Dr.  Frank  Dickens  F.R.S.,  has  been  appointed  as 
Professor.

The  School  welcomes  the  creation  by  the  University  of  London,  of  three 
new  Readerships,  and  the  following  appointments  have  been  made.

In  conformity  with  the  policy  of  the  University  of  London,  Women 
Students  were  admitted  to  this  Medical  School  for  the  first  time  in  October, 
1947.  They  are  welcome  and  are,  of  course,  being  given  the  full  facilities 
of  the  Medical  School  including  a  new  Common  Room  for  their  exclusive  use.

The  Medical  School  acknowledges  with  gratitude  various  dona¬ 
tions  and  legacies  received  during  the  year,  one  of  which  is  of 
particular  interest  to  students. 

Colonel  and  Mrs.  Meade- Waldo  have  given  a  sum  of  money,  in 
memory  of  their  son  who  died  in  Palestine  in  May  1946,  to  assist 
medical  students  whose  studies  are  likely  to  be  prejudiced  through 
lack  of  means.

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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS. 


BLAND-SUTTON  INSTITUTE  OF  PATHOLOGY. 

CANCER. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  British  Umpire  Cancer  Campaign 
cancer  research  has  progressed  and  been  extended  in  all  its  aspects  including 
the  bacteriological,  histopathological  and  experimental.  Considerable 
expansion  has  taken  place  as  a  result  of  the  scheme  of  intensification  of  virus 
research  initiated  by  the  Campaign  last  year  and  with  the  help  of  the  electron 
microscope  and  other  special  methods  of  study  much  information  is  already 
forthcoming  regarding  the  nature  of  these  minute  organisms. 

The  Bland  Sutton  Institute  has  continued  to  act  as  the  headquarters 
for  the  Diagnostic  Panel  set  up  by  the  Pathological  Society  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  the  British  Umpire  Cancer  Campaign  and  the  National  Radium 
Commission  ;  extensive  use  has  been  made  of  this  service  and  the  bulk  of  this 
work  has  been  concerned  with  tumour  problems. 

This  year  has  seen  the  production  of  the  first  volume  of  the  British 
Journal  of  Cancer  which  has  been  edited  from  this  Institute  and  which  already 
has  proved  of  value  in  cancer  research. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

A  bacteriological  research  on  the  streptococci  that  cause  subacute 
bacterial  endocarditis  is  not  vet  quite  complete  but  shows  that  these  bacteria 
can  be  identified  and  traced  to  their  origin.  These  results  should  be  of  vital 
assistance  in  the  use  of  penicillin  and  other  methods  of  treatment. 

CHEMOTHERAPY. 

The  clinical  trials  in  progress  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital  on  the  efficacy 
of  streptomycin  in  tuberculous  and  other  infections  involve  many  bacteri¬ 
ological  tests  including  the  measurement  of  the  susceptibility  of  bacteria  to 
various  chemotherapeutic  agents  and  the  assay  of  drugs  in  body  fluids  for 
the  determination  of  proper  dosage  and  the  control  of  treatment. 

Research  on  chemotherapy  on  more  academic  lines  is  being  pursued  with 
respect  to  the  direct  mode  of  action  of  drugs  on  bacteria. 

COURTAULD  INSTITUTE  OF  BIOCHEMISTRY. 

The  past  year  has  been  spent  consolidating  the  position  built  up  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Institute  is  now  full  to  capacity  and  has  over  30  full- 
time  qualified  research  workers  either  on  its  staff  or  as  visitors,  in  fact,  there 
is  a  fairly  long  waiting  list  composed  of  persons  who  wish  to  work  in  the 
Institute. 
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The  year  has  seen  Professor  Frank  Dickens’  section  of  the  department 
greatly  expanded.  Under  his  direction  a  number  of  assistants  are  actively 
working  on  problems  connected  with  cancer,  and  a  number  of  interesting 
publications  have  come  from  this  section  of  the  department. 

The  unit  of  physical  chemistry  headed  by  Dr.  J  A.  V  Pmtler  has  also 
been  expanded  and  additional  staff  has  been  appointed.  An  ultra  centrifuge 
of  both  observational  and  analytical  type  has  now  been  completely  installed, 
and  a  Tiselius  apparatus  is  now  on  the  point  of  being  completed  in  the 
department.  This  unit  is  attacking  the  constitution  of  the  biologically  active 
proteins  and  already  some  very  interesting  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  work  on  synthetic  oestrogens  and  allied  substances  has  continued, 
and  the  biological  activity  of  compounds  produced  in  the  chemical  laboratory 
have  been  studied. 

It  was  reported  in  the  last  issue  that  the  routine  work  performed  for  the 
hospital  had  passed  the  pre-war  figures,  and  this  extension  has  been  main¬ 
tained  during  the  last  year.  In  addition  to  the  pure  routine  work,  investi¬ 
gations  into  metabolism  have  been  undertaken  by  Dr  Mary  Ransome  and  an 
active  collaboration  has  been  initiated  with  the  clinical  professorial  units. 

THE  BARNATO  JOEL  LABORATORIES. 

The  staff  of  the  Laboratories  has  continued  to  provide  assistance  and 
advice  on  the  technical  and  Physical  problems  arising  in  the  work  of  the 
hospital.  These  have  been  mainly  concerned  with  the  department  of 
Radiotherapy,  but  on  occasions  other  departments  have  made  use  of  the 
services  provided. 

During  the  }rear  considerable  staff  changes  have  to  some  extent  disturbed 
the  programme  of  research  work,  but  this  is  now  well  in  hand.  The  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  additional  research  assistant  has  greatly  strengthened  the  team. 

An  extensive  scheme  of  experimental  research  into  the  physical,  chemical 
and  biological  effects  and  eventually  possible  clinical  uses  of  centimetre  waves 
used  for  “  Radar  ”  during  the  war,  has  been  initiated.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  obtaining  from  the  Services  and  from  Government  Departments 
considerable  quantities  of  apparatus  which  make  this  work  possible.  Work 
has  already  commenced  on  the  absorption  of  these  radiations  in  water  and 
other  materials  of  interest. 

The  promise  of  radioactive  tracer  elements  from  the  atomic  energy 
“  piles  ”  was  not  fulfilled  until  the  very  end  of  the  year.  During  the  year, 
however,  apparatus  was  acquired  and  set  up  for  the  handling  and  assessment 
of  these  materials.  The  Laboratories  are  now  in  a  position  to  provide  facilities 
for  the  Physical  aspects  of  researches  using  tracer  elements,  contemplated  by 
several  departments  of  the  Hospital  and  Medical  School. 
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The  problem  of  the  measurement  and  recording  of  skin  temperatures  has 
received  some  attention.  Two  simple  electrical  skin  thermometers  have  been 
constructed  and  calibrated,  and  plans  drawn  up  for  a  multi-channel  recording 
thermometer.  It  is  hoped  to  construct  this  in  the  near  future. 

More  experiments  have  been  carried  out  to  test  the  resistance  to  tumour 
grafts  induced  in  rats  by  feeding  with  Vitamin  B  complex.  This  resistance 
appears  to  vary  to  some  extent  with  the  age  of  the  rat  and  the  length  of  time, 
preceding  inoculation,  during  which  Vitamin  B  feeding  has  been  carried  out. 
Under  the  most  favourable  conditions  for  developing  this  resistance,  the 
average  volume  of  the  tumours  in  a  family  of  Vitamin  B  fed  rats  is  often  less 
than  a  quarter  of  the  volume  of  control  tumours,  and  may  be  even  less  than 
one  tenth.  No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  determine  which  of  the 
constituents  of  the  Vitamin  B  complex  are  essential  for  producing  this  effect. 

THE  NURSING  SERVICE. 

The  Nursing  and  Ancillary  Schools  are  working  keenly.  In  the  Physio¬ 
therapy  and  Radiography  Schools  there  are  no  vacancies  for  two  and  a  half 
years  ahead.  Owing  to  the  increased  intake  of  Nurses,  there  are  vacancies 
for  candidates  for  Nursing  training. 

In  December,  the  majority  of  the  nurses  were  withdrawn  from  Mount 
Vernon  Hospital,  Northwood,  where  there  is  now  only  a  small  unit  of  twenty- 
three.

The  Annual  Prizegiving  was  held  in  October  in  the  Nurses’  Home  and 
was  again  a  successful  function.  The  Duchess  of  Northumberland  kindly 
presented  the  prizes. 


Miss  Rand  who  had  been  First  Assistant  Matron  for  13  years  was  appointed 
Matron  of  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Clacton-on-Sea,  which  was  reopened 
on  2nd  October,  1947. 

Miss  E.  Elmes,  who  was  Home  Sister,  has  succeeded  Miss  Band  as  First 
Assistant  Matron. 

There  have  also  been  changes  of  staff  in  the  Teaching  Department. 
Miss  Wenger,  wTho  was  Senior  .Sister  Tutor  for  six  years,  resigned  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  take  up  the  post  of  Deputy  Editor  of  the  Nursing 
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Times,  and  has  since  been  appointed  Editor.  Her  place  has  been  taken  by 
Miss  Fawkes.  Miss  Fowler,  a  Senior  Sister  Tutor,  won  a  British  Red  Cross 
Scholarship  offered  to  trained  nurses  for  a  year's  postgraduate  study  overseas. 
Miss  H.  Jones  and  Miss  Graham  joined  the  Teaching  Staff,  after  having 
obtained  the  Sister  Tutor’s  Diploma  of  the  University  of  Uondon. 

In  May,  the  Uady  Superintendent  and  Miss  Fawkes  were  sent  by  the 
Board  to  attend  the  International  Congress  of  Nurses  in  America.  This  was 
a  valuable  experience  and  provided  an  opportunity  for  a  useful  exchange  of 
ideas  on  the  training  of  nurses. 

THE  ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  function  of  this  Department  is  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  clinician 
whenever  the  circumstances  in  which  a  patient  lives  or  works  require  adjust 
ment  as  a  corollary  to  hospital  treatment.  The  problems  dealt  with  by  the 
almoners,  therefore,  are  as  varied  as  the  diseases  which  the  Hospital  treats. 
Some  are  simple  and  can  be  solved  in  one  interview.  Others  may  involve 
fundamental  changes  in  the  patients’  manner  of  life  and  require  months  of 
work  and  consultation  with  other  Social  Services.  The  almoners  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  Voluntary  and  Statutory  Social  Services,  such  as  the 
Education  Authorities  ;  Public  Health  Departments  ;  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
Rehabilitation  Service  ;  Personal  Service  Societies,  to  name  only  a  few. 

The  reopening  of  the  Hospital’s  Convalescent  Home  at  Clacton  has,  to 
some  extent,  reduced  the  number  of  patients  for  whom  vacancies  in  Conval¬ 
escent  Homes  elsewhere  must  be  arranged.  It  is  still,  however,  necessary 
to  keep  in  touch  with  a  large  number  of  other  Convalescent  Homes,  both  in 
the  country  and  at  the  sea -side  in  order  that  every  patient  requiring  con¬ 
valescence  may  be  sent  to  a  suitable  Plome.  The  need  for  accommodation 
for  the  chronic  sick  is  still  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  which  the 
Department  has  to  face. 

Students  accepted  during  the  year  include  18  working  for  the  Certificate 
of  the  Institute  of  Almoners  who  have  come  to  this  Hospital  for  periods 
var}dng  from  one  to  three  months  as  a  part  of  their  year’s  practical  training 
under  the  Institute.  Nine  students  from  the  Social  Science  Department  of 
the  London  School  of  Economics  have  come  for  a  shorter  period  of  practical 
experience  as  a  part  of  their  training  for  the  Certificate  in  Social  Science. 
Eight  students  studying  for  the  Diploma  in  Public  Plealth  (University  of 
London)  were  sent  by  the  London  School  of  Hygiene  for  half-day  periods  to 
see  the  work  undertaken  by  an  almoner’s  department. 

Miss  I.  M.  Dadswell’s  retirement  last  January  has  meant  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  the  loss  of  a  wise  and  much  loved  member  of  twenty-seven  years 
standing.  Many  generations  of  the  Hospital’s  staff,  as  well  as  patients,  had 
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learnt  to  rely  on  Miss  Dadswell’s  advice  and  unfailing  courtesy  and  kindness. 
When  she  left  she  took  with  her  the  affectionate  good  wishes  of  her  large 
circle  of  Middlesex  friends.

The  above  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the 
work  done  by  the  Department  during  the  year.  The  increase  in  the  numbers 
attending  the  weekly  Mothercraft  class  is  particularly  encouraging  as  valuable 
educational  work  can  be  done  in  this  way.  Although  a  large  number  of 
minor  ailments  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  3^ear,  there  has  been  little 
serious  illness. 

A  party  for  some  of  our  older  children  was  held  in  Christmas  week  Mr. 
Steeds  very  kindly  supplied  the  entertainment  with  a  film  show,  which  was 
received  with  great  enthusiasm  by  the  children.  We  should  like  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  Mr.  Steeds  and,  as  always,  to  our  Voluntary  Workers,  without 
whose  help  the  work  of  the  Clinics  could  hardly  be  carried  on. 

THE  LADIES’  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Ladies  Association  maintained  its  service  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
past  year.  The  Work  Society  has  once  again  met  all  the  demands  made  on 
it  for  the  sewing  and  knitting  of  garments  for  Hospital  patients.  In  these 
days  of  scant  leisure  this  is  a  great  undertaking  involving  many  hours  of 
work  and  is  a  most  valuable  contribution. 

The  Patients  Library  continues  to  grow  and  it  has  been  possible  to 
include  in  its  work  letter-writing  for  any  patient  requiring  this  service  and 
reading  aloud  in  the  Children’s  Ward.  Books  have  also  been  provided  to 
form  the  nucleus  of  a  library  at  the  Clacton-on-Sea  Convalescent  Home. 

The  Canteen  has  flourished  and  increased  in  usefulness  so  much  that 
additional  trolley  rounds  have  been  arranged  for  the  benefit  of  ward  patients 
and  a  new  branch  is  opening  in  the  Radiotherapy  Department.  These 
Canteens  are  greatly  appreciated  by  patients  and  new  voluntary  helpers 
would  be  very  welcome. 

The  care  of  the  Gardens  has  been  maintained  and  the  Ladies  Ambulance 
Branch  have  given  very  useful  .service  in  the  Dental  Clinic. 

The  Secondhand  Department  has  been  obliged  to  discontinue  but  it  is 
hoped  to  collect  enough  material  from  time  to  time  to  warrant  holding  a  sale. 
The  first  of  these  “  Opportunity  Markets  ”  was  held  during  the  summer 
realising  more  than  £ 500  for  the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Children’s  Branch  (Middlesex  Mice)  is  growing  rapidly  in  numbers 
and  activities  and  held  a  most  successful  party  with  young  ex -patients  during 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

The  Ladies  Association  is  as  always  anxious  to  uphold  its  tradition  of 
voluntary  service  and  any  task  which  will  increase  the  comfort  and  welfare 
of  a  patient  is  gladly  undertaken.

The  Freer  Lucas  Scholarship 
and  the  Asher  Asher  Prize  to  a.  Pupil  of  Epsom  College  who  has  passed  the  lsf 
M.B.,  Examination.  The  Colin  Mackenzie  Price  value  £10  10s.,  Anatomy 
and  Physiology .  The  Hetley  Clinical  Prize  of  £25,  the  Leopold  Hudson  Prize 
value  £11  11s.,  Surgical  Pathology  avid  Bacteriology,  the  Kingston  Fowler 
Prize  value  £15,  Pathology,  Bacteriology,  and  Morbid  Histology.  The  Lyeli 
Medal  and  Scholarship  value  £55  5s.,  for  proficiency  in  Surgical  Anatomy  and 
Dissection,  etc.  Two  Broderip  Scholarships,  value  £60  and  £40  respectively, 
for  proficiency  in  Clinical  knowledge.  The  Freeman  Scholarship  value  £30, 
Gynaecology  and  Obstetrics.  The  John  Murray  Medal  and  Scholarship  value
